May Be First

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Kennedy's meeling with Pre- 
mier Khrushchev at Vienna next 
month, may be the first of a series 
of U.S.-Sovict summit level talks 
extending over the years of the 
Kennedy administration. 


How the relationship between 


the^two men develops will depend 
in&ih on the impressions 
they 


make upon each other in their 
conference in the Austrian capi- 
tal, June 3 and 4. But it is al- 
ready apparent

Khrushchev

different 


from that which has prevailed in 
other U. S. administrations since 
World War II.

First Group of 
Americans 
Leave Cuba 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — The first 


American 
prisoners 
repatriated 


from Fidel Castro's Cuba, includ- 
ing the last U.S. newsmen there, 
arrived in Miami Friday night — 
some glad, some fighting mad 
and some fearfully silent. 


Fifty-two Americans were in 


the group of 101 passengers who 
arrived aboard a chartered air- 
liner. Also aboard were 46 Cuban 
refugees. 


The Americans included four 


newsmen, five Catholic priests 
and three nuns. 


There were cheers and ap- 


plause when many of tile repa- 
triates walked from the plane. 
Some refused to identify them- 
selves, explaining they feared for 
the .safety of relatives still in 
Cuba or property on the island.

Harold K. Milks, chief of Asso- 
ciated Press Caribbean services, 
and Robert Bcrrcllcz, Associated 
Press correspondent in Havana; 
Ruby Hart Phillips, New York

were not advised of the changes.

cussing a coupje of. other major 
[problems, such as a ban on nu- 


I clear testing and disarmament. 


But, unfortunately for the con- 


versations and world peace, that 
is ironic too. 


1. How, for instance, is the So- 


viet Union going to agree to ban 
tests s 
long 
as 
France, 
the 


American ally, keeps on develop- 
ing atomic power and is free to 
lest? 


The French haven't shown any 


willingness not to. 


2. And how, for instance, can 


this country agree not to test if 
Red China, the Soviet Union's ally 
develops atomic power, as it will, 
and starts testing? 


Red China is not only n menace 


lo the United States now but, 
when it gets atomic weapons, may 
be even a worse menace to the 
Soviet Union. 


But as of this moment the 


United States, which doesn't offi- 
•itAly recognize Red China, must 
jretend in international dealings 
it doesn't exist. 


So, while Kennedy and Khru- 


shchev can talk about a lot of 
hings, none will be more impor- 
tant than those mentioned here— 
and they're not likely to settle 
any of them. 


Already, before the two men get 


near each other, their meeting is 
being represented more as a feel- 


ing-out process than a meaty dis 
cuss ion. 


And, if that's the way it is 


Khrushchev will hardly try to de- 
molish Kennedy as he did former 
President Eisenhower a year ago 
in Paris after the American U2 
flight over the Soviet Union.

Korean army, much to America's 
distaste, threw out the American- 
backed government for being ior 
nipt.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Local op- 


tion closing-of public schools as 
an anti-integration measure does 
not violate the Wth Amendment 
to the U. S. Constitution, contends 
Georgia Alty. Gen. Eugene Cook 
in a brief which arrived at the 
Arkansas attorney general's office 
today. 


"The privilege of attending a 


state educational institution is not 
conferred by national citizenship 
and rts such its abolution does not 
offend 
the 
14th 
Amendment," 


Cook wrote. 


Conk prepared the brief in an- 


swer to a request from a three- 
judge federal court hearing a St. 
Helena Parish (county) La., inte- 
gration lawsuit in New Orleans. 
The court asked attorneys gener- 
al of the 50 states for opinions on 
whether school-closing is legal un- 
der the 14th Amendment. 


Cook is frying to get all south- 


ern slates to file a joint brief. He 
mailed copies of his brief to chief 
legal 
officers 
in 
all southern 


states. Arkansas, Alabama, Flor- 
ida and Mississippi already have 
agreed to go along with him. 


Jack Holt Jr., Arkansas' chief 


assistant attorney general, 
said 


Cook's brief would be studied be- 
cause Atty. Gen. 
Frank 
Holt 


might want to add something. 


Cook's 20-page brief is full of 


legal citations to support each of 
his views. 


Local option school closing does 


not deny equal protection of the 
law, 
he wrote, because "equal 


protection relates to equality be- 
tween persons rather than areas. 
Complete 
uniformity 
will exist 


within the confines of the govern- 
mental subdivision making 
the 


choice." 


St. Helena Parish residents vot- 


ed recently to close public schools 
rather than accept integration. 


"A state does not, by undertak- 


ing through its laws to confer on 
its citizens new privileges (pub- 
lic schools), thereby enlarge its 
constitutional obligation u n d e r 
due process so as to become eter- 
nally hound to furnish such priv- 
ileges," Cook wrote. 


Cook did not dispute federal 


court action in overturning an Ar- 
kansas school-closing law in 1959. 
"That was a case of a central 
state authority (Gov. Orval E., 
Faubus) 
closing some 
schools 


while letting others remain open," 
ho said. 


The Louisiana case is different, 


he contended, because the closing 
would be done by the local school 
board. 


'While the Supreme Court has 


decided that enforced segregation 
injures Negro students," the brief 
continued, "it has not been decid- 


i ed that enforced integration 
may 


[not, in some instances, injure the 


i white race and bring about fric- 
tion and other undesirable condi- 
tions.

The Arkansas 
Rangers Are 
Mustering

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Thc Ar- 


kansas Rangers 
are mustering 


their forces again—this time not 
to corral cattle rustlers, bootleg- 
gers, kidnapers and hi-jackeivbut 
to relive the old days. 


They began in 1935—13 men and 


a director—with a budget of $59,- 
000 a year and they lasted only 
two years. But it was long enough 
to pave the way for the present 
State Police. 


Today the State Police, with 183 


troopers alone, operates 
with a 


19G1-G2 budget of $1,768,000. It 
has more executives than there 
were law enforcers 26 years ago 
as well as 77 office personnel and 
another 123 in its weights and 
standards division. 


But on May 25 the State Polico 


will stand aside momentarily at 
the Rangers Reunion at the an- 
nual convention of the Arkansas 
Peace Officers Association here. 


Two of the 14 rangers (one of 


the original 13 was replaced) will 
be there with their director,. Gray 
Albright, who now is assistant 
weights and standards director. So 
will John P. Wood. Fort Smith 
attorney the only survivor of the 
State Ranger commission. 


Four others, still with the State 


Police, will be there, to. They 
are Inspector J. Earl Scroggfn 
and Capt. Leon Gershner both of 
Little Rock; Lt. Doug Morris of 
the northwest Arkansas division, 
and Gene Money, foreman of the 
weights station at Harrison. 


Expected to join them are Bob 


LaFollette, Little Rock insurance 
man; 
Lindsey 
Hatchett, Little 


Rock gas company executive; Ed 
Clark, Little Rock roofing com- 
pany 
executive; • Bert 
Frazier, 


Jonesboro police chief; John Hen- 
clrix, Fort Smith real estate man, 
and Earl May, Arkansas County 
deputy sheriff. 


J. P. Hill, Union County deputy, 


is ill and can't make it. 


Albright has not been able to 


locate J. A. Sewell, an original 
trooper, and Fred Potts, records 
clerk. 


Rangers Cliff Atkinson and Neal 


Shannon are dead. 


Albright drew $3,600 as director. 


The average pay for a trooper was 
$100 a month. 


Albright, as sheriff in Jackson 


County, joined officials of other 
counties in pushing for a State 
Police force. 


"There was just more crime 


than we could handle," Albright 
said. "Cattle rustling, hi-jacking, 
bootlegging, bank robbing. A lot 
of the local people were afraid to 
crack down for fear of retaliation. 
We needed a state agency." 


Repeal of prohibition and the 


resulting flagrant violation of liq- 
uor laws was the lever used to 
get an appropriation for the Rang- 
ers, Albright said. 


"That was in the days of Pretty 


Boy Ployd, Clyde Barrow, Ma- 
chine Gun Kelly and other notor- 
ious criminals," Albright recalled. 


One spectacular case handled 


by the Rangers was a raid on the 


Hot Springs hideout of the Lamb- 
Norris gang. 


"We learned the gang was irf 


Hot Springs though a contact in 
Bcnton, where one of the gang 
members was courting a girl," 
Albright said. "Four or five rang- 
ers and officers from the sheriff's 
department staged the raid. (Son- 
ny) Lamb was killed and two'oth- 
er captured." 


It was not often, however, that 


Rangers grouped for a raid. There 
were only 13 men to cover the 
entire state and usually one Rang- 
er worked with local officials. 


"That was in the days before 


police radio," Albright said. "Com- 
munication was poor. .Many times 
a' Ranger had to tackle a case 
with only his gun and his guts." 


But no ranger was killed or seri- 


ously hurt in line of duty. 


Rustling was a big problem as 


people sought food in the depres- 
sion days Albright said. 


"We had one big case up .in 


northwest 
Arkansas," 
Albright 


said. "Circuit Judge (now U.S. 
Rep.) J. W. Trimble called me to 
his home one night to discuss the 
problem with other local leaders. 
We staged a series of raids and 
12 to 15 people went to the pen- 
tentiary. But that didn't stop peo- 
ple from stealing cows."

Korea Is 
in Grip of 
Military 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 


President -Yun Po-sun has re- 
signed, a presidential secretary 
announced today. The develop- 
ment was reported as military 
rule prevailed 
again 
in South 


Korea for the first time since 
Syngman Rhee was ousted last 
year. 


A statement issued to newsmen 


over Yun's name said "I regret 
that I made so little contribution 
to the nation that a military rev- 
olution has occurred." 


Yun was the only constitutional 


official left in office after a mili- 
tary coup this week seized power 
and forced the resignation of Pre- 
mier John M. Chang. 


Yun's resignation, which was 


confirmed by spokesmen reached 
by telephone at the presidential 
palace, followed by one day Pre-1 
mier 
Chang's 
capilalation and 


resignation. 


Under the South Korean form of 


government, the premier exer- 
cised the real ruling power and 
the president was a figurehead 
chief of state. 


In a Korean crisis such as this 


week's uprising, it is traditional 
for the leading figures to step 
aside in penance. 
The nation's military chiefs have 
arrested 930 suspected leftists and 
imposed stringent censorship. 


Lt. Gen. Chang Do-young, chief 


of the military junta that seized 
power in a 62-hour revolt, ex- 
pressed confidence that the U. S. 
government—despite its local rep- 
resentatives' 
opposition to 
the 


coup—"will cooperate with us and 
support us more positively than 
ever before." 


The general did not give any 


names, but most were thought to 
be Socialists with from moderate 
to extreme 
left 
leanings. The 


Communist party is outlawed in 
this nation of 23 million and its 
operation is underground. 


Chang said deposed Premier 


John M. Chang and his cabinet 
ministers were at their homes and 
under house arrest. They will be 
subject to severe punishment, he 
said, "if any serious crimes by 
them are uncovered. 


Chang said he based his fore- 


cast oC good relations between the 
U. S. government and his regime 
on the fact that 
"our 
armed 


forces... have had closer rela- 
tions with U. S. authorities than 
any other Korean agency." 


In' Washington, Undersecretary 


of State. Chester Bowles said the 
United States can hardly cheer 
at the upsetting of a constitutional 
government" but that he thought 
the new regime would be recog- 
nized. 


A spokesman for the U. S. op- 


eration mission, which this year 
will dispense some $200 million in 
aid to South Korea, said .work was 
resumed Thursday on all projects 
on the planning boards or under 
construction.

Fear Market 
Buying Is 
by Novices

NEW YORK (AP)-The rush to 


)uy stocks is sending the prices of 
many to record highs. But the 
conquering march of the bulls has 
brought with it some worrisome 
camp followers.

much of the buying is by unwary 
novices snapping up untried and 
often questionable stocks.

the new speculative money in the 
markets is from borrowed funds. 
And if the bears should stage a

these on-the-cuff holdings might 
give way to threaten a rout of the 
entire list. 


Some of the borrowing is from 


brokers and banks and this can bo 
measured—and it has been grow- 
ing. 


But if the public wants to specu- 


late it can get the money from 
other sources harder to measure 
quickly. It can draw on its sav- 
ings, and there is evidence it has 
been doing so. The public can 
raise money for speculation by 
borrowing 
on such assets 
as 


homes 
and 
insurance 
policies. 


How much of this has gone into 
the rush to buy stocks on the ex- 
changes and the over-the-counter 
market is hard to guess. 


The speculative fever has led 


stock exchange officials to warn 
the unwary against buying out of 
enthusiasm 
unbased 
on 
facts. 


Brokerage houses sound the same 
note. The Securities and Exchange 
Commission is investigating some 
of the stock deals and practices in 
the current bull market. 


And Wall Street always watches 


the reaction of the Federal Re- 
serve Board to any upsurge in 
prices and trading, and especially 
to the buying on borrowed money. 


The Federal Reserve can regu- 


late at least part of these credit 
purchases by changing the official 
margin rate. In July I960 the rate 
was 90 per cent. But stock prices 
were weak then and the rate was 
lowered to 70 per cent. 


This meant that you had to put 


up 70 per cent of a stock's price 
in cash for any new buying on the 
regulated stock exchanges. You 
could borrow up to 30 per cent 
from your broker. If the price 
should fall you'd have to put up 
more cash tc stay within the 70 
per cent margin. 


When markets show signs of 


running away, the Federal Re- 
serve raises the margin to lessen 
the flow of credit and put buyers 
on or close to an all-cash basis. 
When prices are weak and trad- 
ing dawdles, the margin usually is 
cut—sometimes in recent years to 
50 per cent, but never back to the 
fractional lows that preceded the 
1929 stock crash.
